The Democrats in 1916 had the most 


elaborate fund gathering 
machinery 


for small contributions that has yet 
been devised but they knew long in 
advance of the convention that Presi- 
dent "Wilson was going to be renomin- 
Btcd, so they had plenty of time to get 
organized.

Much-Feted Bremen Crew 


Prepare For Long Tour 


New York —C/P)— The much-feted 


crew of the trans-Atlantic monoplane 
Bremen will be back in New York 
Thursday for a continuance of festivi 
ties before leaving for a tour of the 
country, probably May S. 


Their New York visit came to a 


temporary end Tuesday night with the 
city's banquet at the Hotel Commo- 
dore which 3,600 leading citizens and 
representatives of Germany, Ireland 
and Canada attended. • 


Just after major Fitzmaurice, Cap- 


tain Koehl and Baron von Huenefeld 
entered the audience stood in silent tri- 
bute to Floyd Bennett, who gave his 
life attempting to carry aid to them 
on Greenly island. 


The flags of three nations — Ger- 


many, Ireland and the United States 
—formed the decorations of the hall 
with a tiny reproduction of the Bre- 
men suspended from the ceiling. 


In addition to "The Wearin' of the 


Green," "Deutschland Uber Alles" 


and tho "Star Spangled Banner" the 
band played the songs "Skybirds" and 
"Mitchel neld or heaven," written by 
August J. Koehl, uncle of the Ger- 
man flier, in honor of the Bremen's 
crew. 


MANX SPEAKERS 


Mayor Walker in introducing the 


fliers said ho believed the city's greet- 
ing was one of the finest demonstra- 
tions of the heart he ever witnessed. 


R .Frederick W. von Prittwitz, the 


German ambassador said he saw in 
the Bremen's flight "a symbol of con- 
cilliation, of peace and of good will.

Presidency

Washington—For the better part of 


20 years they have been talkmg.about 
William B. Borah, of Idaho, as a can- 
didate for 
president. 
He is often 


called "the ablest man in the U. S. 
Senate," but he probably is no nearer 
the nomination today than he ever 
was or ever will be, although visions 
of the White House doubtlets color 
his imagination. 


For Senator Borah, technically a 


Republican, has the political misfor- 
tune of being too blamed independent 
to suit the tastes of the party leaders 
who stand behind the scenes at every 
national 
convention 
and pull the 


strings from which 
the nomination 
dangles. 


Sometimes Borah marches with one 


crowd, sometimes he marches 
with 


the other and just as often he march- 
es alone. But always 
he marches 


along the path that he has set out for 
himself after deep study of the pend- 
ing question, regardless of party tradi- 
tion or political expediency. 


Another objection raised 
against 


Borah is that he is "anti-everything," 
which is easily understood, as most of 
his great battles during1 his 20 years 
in the Senate have found him oppos- 
ing measures, rather than proposing 
them. 


He was opposed to America's entry 


into the League of Nations, opposed 
to the child labor amendment, opposed 
to the soldier bonus, opposed to the 
Pacific pact, opposed to the "World 
Court, opposed to the British debt 
funding arrangements and opposed on 
^(^rnany other big issues. He was op- 
^^ posed to the 18th amendment and is 


now opposed to modification of the 
Volstead act; he was opposed to 
American intervention in Nicaragua, 
but more recently he has opposed 
withdrawal of the marines from that 
country. 


Borah has initiated so little legisla- 


tion and fought so much legislation 
that a psychologist might define him 
as having a negative complex. But 
others regard Borah, a deep student 
of constitutional government, as a 
sort of legislative safety valve and a 
bulwark 
against 
legislation that 


threatens conflict with constitutional 
piinciples. 


His seeming inconsistencies can be 


explained. Originally opposed to the 
18th amendment, on constitutional 
grounds, Jie now accepts it as the will 
of the people and opposes indirect at- 
tempts to destroy its effect by weak- 
ening the Volstead 
act. 
Originally 


opposed to Nicaraguan intervention, 
he has regarded retention of the ma- 
rines there as necessary to carry out 
"the solemn agreement" by which 
they were sent into that country. 


The fact that Senator Borah repre- 


sents one of the smallest states in the 
tTnion—there are fewer people in all 
Idaho than there are in a few city 
blocks in New York or Chicago — al- 
lows him a freedom of time for the 
study of national and international 
questions. Also, he is not faced with 
worries about political expedience, 
as Idaho accepted Borah as an insti- 
tution in such a manner as would 
seem to guarantee his reelection, per- 
petually. 


This allowed him time, for example, 
^lo learn to read Spanish at 61 so he 


could better understand Latin-Ameri- 
can problems. 


Like the "Washington Monument 


and the Lincoln Memorial, Senator 
Borah is one of the "show places" of 
"Washington. In whibpers, the capitol 
puidcs point him out to tourists from 
the Senate galleries. 


There 
lie sits at his flat-topped 


desk on the Republican side of the 
center aisle, four rows back from the 
vice president's rostrum. His wealth 
of wavy, dark hair is parted in the 
middle; his broad face is creased with 
deep lines; bushy brows overhang a 
pair of keenly penetrating blues eyes. 
His habitually gloomy expression sel 
dom changes. He is 63 years old and 
looks every day of it. 


"When Borah, stocky of build and 


ccnerous of frame, stands up to speak 
there is something about him that 
reminds one of a huge bear—it is an 
instantaneous impression that even 
tlic stranger cannot escape. 


Borah, admittedly one of the Sen- 
ate's greatest orators, is no flaminsr. 
fi«ry speaker. 
Ho docs not shout, 


yell, bang the desk or make motions 
like a man going through his morn- 
ing exercises. Emphasis is limited to 
an occosional shake of his busy head 
or a slight pause—ever so dellcatts — 
just before a word that he wishes to 
stress. 


A political recluse. Senator Borah is 


much the same socially. He accepts 
few of the Invitations for dinner en- 
gagements and the like, with which 
«vtry pn>i7»ncn4. man :n Washington 
is sho%-.ied by artful d r Croats and 
aspiring hostesses. 
He maintains a 


home in neither "Washington nor in 
Boise, Idaho, living in a r^nall hotel 
apartnae.i at each rla:i. Ho de~s r->i 
drink or smoke, alth-j-J^li hi. chews 
gum.

bai; and he started for Seattle to seek 
his fortune in the now country of the 
great northwest. 


But Borah never got to Seattle. At 


Bokc, Idaho, his money ran out, so he 
settled there. He made a success at 
the practice of law and by 1300 he was 
one of the biggest men in Boise. 


Borah first came into national fame 


whc'< ho \\ns cmplo}cd as a special 
prosecutor to prosecute dynamiters In 
the labor war that raged in Idaho. For 
tho dynamiting of the home of Gover- 
nor Steunenberg, In which the gover- 
nor was killed, he sent several men to 
the penitentiary. 


But this did not weaken Borah in the 


eyes of the law-abiding labor element, 
as shown by the fact that when he 
first ran for the Senate in 1907 he 
showed great strength in labor count- 
ies. He entered the Senate Jan. 15, 
1907, 
and has been there ever since. 


His present term will expire in 1931. 


Although Senator Borah ib chairman 


of the powerful Committee on Foreign 


Relations, ho has never been abroad 
for the simple reason that ho has felt 
himself unable to afford it on his sal 
ary as a senator, which is about his 
only income. 


Despite his record for liberalism. Bo 


rah stayed with Taft when Roosevelt 
bolted the party in 1911. Yet, before 
and since that time ho has often been 
one of his party's severest critics. Only 
recently, with his customary indepen- 
dence, he has embarrassed Republican 
leaders by asking for a private fund 
to repay Harry Sinclair's campaign 
contributions of 1320 and thus erase 
the stain. 


At about the same time he sent each 


Republican presidential candidate 
a 


questionnaire asking his views on pro- 
hibition. His announced purpose was 
to place all candidates on iccord in 
advance of the convention.

£of Charles W.' Morse but claims that the 
rich do not commit crimes in the same 
proportion that others do and distin- 
guishes between a rich "criminal" and a 
rich "malefactor," the one violating the 
"law and the other doing things that ought 
to be crimes but aren't. He claims that 


" the most infamous railroad wrecker the 


century ever knew asked his lawyers but 


" one question, "Don't tell me what I can 
' do or can't do; I know what I can do a 


damn sight better than you do; /what I 


'- want to know is, can they lock me up for 


it? 


Along this line he points out that 


Roosevelt chose his words with exact care 
when he coined the phrase, "malefactors 
of great wealth" and when he announced 
that he was "going after them" but never 
that he was going to "convict them." He 
says:

Yet in spite of all this, Mr.' Train re- 


alizes and concedes that when a rich man 
does commit a direct violation of law, 
while he may be and often is convicted^ 
the chances in -his favor are greater than 
those in favor of the poor man, not that 
his money may be necessarily used in cor- 
rupting justice but that it gives him ad- 
vantages in the way-of capable, astute, 
shrewd lawyers who secure delays until 
people forget, during which time undesir- 
able witnesses leave the state, perhaps for. 
France, or are induced to "forget" or 
""find that they were mistaken," or in a 
certain class of cases the rich man may 
make restitution to the injured person or 
the one who has made complaint. 


But to Mr. Sinclair justice hasn't a 


chance in a thousand of prevailing against 
a. man with money. He considers the en-, 
tire social, business and political struc- 
ture honeycpmb'ed, dripping with corrup- 
tion. He says:

veral judge who has his offices in the fi-

can't send our rjch criminals to jail is that 
we don't want to—we want to join them." 
His is rather an alcoholic picture for a 
prohibition country and cynical to boot.'"

The infection or 
virus of scarlet fever is only in the throat or other 
secretions. We know, also, that one may have scar- I 
let fever without a rash—just a characteristic septic 
sore throat and the fever. Tho Drs. Dick, famous 
as discoverers of the diagnostic test that bears their 
name and a serum for immunization against scarlet

fever, have proved conclusively that a specific type 
of germ, a Streptococcus, isolated from the throat of 
a person ill of scarlet fever, may produce a septic 
sore throat and fever "without rash when inoculated 
in a volunteer's throat: and these same medical 
scientists have recently produced sore throat (ton-'' 
silitis, fever, malaise, headache, leucocytosis, the 
sore throat developing 44 to' 46 hours after inocula- 
tion) in volunteer subjects by inoculating them with 
cultures of a Streptococcus obtained from the skin 
of'a patient ill -with erysipelas. 
-"Probably the specific virus (no specific germ has 
been identified) of smallpox is present in the skin 
pustules, and there is some evidence that smallpox 
may be caucht from actual contact with the skin 
of the patient though the preponderance of evi- 
dence favors the belief that even this disease or- 
dinarily spreads by respiratory infection. 


One coming down with' any of these respiratory 


Infections is quite likely to assume it is "a cold," 
and as most of these diseases, especially measles, 
scarlet fever, are most virulently infectious or read- 
ily spread in the few days before the rash or fever 
develops, the importance of respiratorv infection 
should be manifest

book is a flop nine times out of ten. 
"Deluge" Is the exception. Hardly 
was the ink dry on it when the crit- 
ics and publishers discovered it and in 
a few weeks, with the imprint of«a 
regular publisher no it, the book had 
become famous throughout the Eng- 
lish speaking world. 


It is now a best- seller, and what is 


best of all. it deserves it. "Deluge," 
of course, must not be judged by the 
standards of realistic fiction. It 
is 


avowedly a romance. It has a blood- 
and-thundcr plot and the character 
studies arc negligible. The dialog 
moreover is often stilted and there is 
a good deal of rather opanionatcd 
preaching in the book. 


But all that is a thousand times 


made up for by the picture of the 
world sinking, under the ocean. As a 
sheer feat of the imagination that 
picture is so remarkable that it would 
redeem faults a hundred times more 
serious than the book possesses. 


The force of the picture of the de- 


luge is multiplied several fold. The 
easy thing would have been to de- 


scribe the deluge at the beginning and 
then go on with the story of the peo- 
ple who were left on the narrow strip 
of land. Wright first describes the 
deluge as it affects one set of charac- 
ters. Then at the beginning of the 
next chapter he takes another set of 
characters through the horrors of the 
sinking away of the earth. And so on 
chapter after chapter, piling up the 
details, each set of characters going 
through different 
experiences, 
the 


whole making a picture so vivid that 
it is unforgettable. 


It is customary to assert that any 


kind of thing described in the Bible 
is better done than in any other book. 
But I do not hesitate to assert that 
the effect of the picture of Wright's 
deluge is far sharper and greater 
than the-picture of the Bible deluge. 


The story of Wright's deluge is ef- 


fective one hundred percent plus and 
that more than justifies the book. 
The plot as it affects the human char- 
acters is less happy. It Is good melo- 
drama, but it remains 
melodrama. 


Wright the sociologist 
often inter- 


feres with Wright the story teller. 
But why protest? The great picture 
of the deluge more than makes up for 
all faults.

J. G. Moore, horticulturist of the 


"Wisconsin Agricultural College^ offers 
a few suggestions which, if followed, 
will probably restore the growth. 


To make a first class, permanent 


lawn,, there should be,a foot of good 
top soil, he says, explaining further 
that this does not mean that there 
should be a foot of so called surface 
soil or top dressing, but that eight 
Inches or more of the soil, under the 
four or five Inches of top dressing, 
should be such as to Insure 
good 


drainage, a good food and water hold- 
ing reservoir, 
and permit of 
deep 


rooting of grass. 


Plant food requirements are partly 


taken care of, if 
manure is used; 


however, Moore emphasizes., an addi- 
tional-supply, as a rule, will be bene- 
ficial, and this in the form of some 
good commercial or "lawn c; garden" 
fertilizer, depending on the soil re- 
quirements. After the lawn is estab- 
lished, sulphate of amonia. makes a 
very good fertilizer, he believes, say- 
ing that one pound per 1000 square 
feet, put on at three weeks intervals 
during the growing season, will en- 
courage the grass to grow more vig- 
orously. 


Moore recommends as a good basic 


seed mixture, 4 pounds of Kentucky 
Blue grass, 2 pounds of Red Top, and 
1 pound of Creeping Bent or Rhode 
Island Beat grass. 
This is enough 


seed for 200 square feet of lawn. For 
shady locations, add 2 to 3 pounds of 
Rough Stalked Meadow grass, and 
sow at the same rate. Many grass 
seed mixes contain Dutch White Clo- 
ver, its use is entirely a matter of 
taste, but it Is a nuisance If it once 
established Itself 
in the 
flower or 


shrub beds. 


He advises mixing grass seed thor- 


oughly before sowing, even though 
ready mixed seed is purchased, be- 
cause of the difference In weight of 
the different seeds in the mixture, 
causing the heavier ones to settle to 
the bottom. Seeding should prefer- 
ably be done when there Is no wind. 
Divide the seed into two lots. Moore 
advises, and then 
scatter one half, 


crossing the lawn in -one direction, 
and then the other half, crossing nt 
right angles to the first sowing. 


Seed as early in the spring as pos- 


sible."

the ground Is 
stil 


freezing and thawing is an excellen 


time and It may also be done In-late 
August or early September. Under or- 
dlnary 
conditions, however, Moore 


says, It should not be attempted In 
June, July, or early August, nor after 
the middle of September.
